letter the machinery of the board was

.• said it had^Very little hopes of the ef- 


fectiveness of these measures, since al 
•those who desired were given an op- 
portunity to escape from the infected 
houses. 


One of the houses, where four of the

The experts at- 
tempted to carry out the instructions 
of the board, but when they proceeded 
to the first house Dr. Holt entered au 
objection and refused tbem permission 
to examine any of his patients, taking 
the position that lie had properly diag- 
nosed them, and that being an expert 
himself thnre was uo occasion for fur- 
ther investigation.
